EXPRESSES DETERMINATION 
TO RESTORE NATION. 
— 


President Declares America will 
do Duty on Inevitable Day of 
Victory — Visitors Thank the 
United States for Generosity in 
Constant Relief Work.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—In 
greeting Belgium's war mission to- 
day President Wilson expressed 
America’s solemn determination 
that on the inevitable day of vic- 
tory Belgium shall be restored to 
the place she has so richly won 
among the self-respecting and re- 
spected nations of the earth. 

The commissioners spent the first 
day in Washington paying official 
calls. Secretary Lansing accom- 
panied them to the White House, 
where Baron Moncheur, head of the 
mission, handed to President Wii- 
son a personal letter from King Al- 
bert and expressed in a short ad- 
dress Belgium's gratitude for 
America’s aid. 

“Since the first days of the great- 
est tragedy which has ever befallen 
humanity,” said the Baron, “Beli- 
gium has contracted an immense 
debt of gratitude to the generous 
American nation. . 

“In a magnificent outburst of 
sympathy for the little country 
which had chosen to delay a power- 
ful and pitiless enemy rather than 
to tarnish ite honor or forswear its 
plighted word, the initiative of 
American citizens gave to the un- 
fortunate victims of German cruelty 
in Belgium the most splendid evi- 
dence of generosity. 

“But the chivalrous sentiments 
which animate the people of the 
United States went further than this 
when President Wilson, giving an 
admirable example of disinterested 
power, uttered the words well-fitted 
to make us tremble with hope and 
cause us to fix our eyes confilently 
upon the starry banner which has 
become more than ever the symbol 
of strength placed at the service of 
the highest and mest pure princi- 
ples. 

“Leaning upon the young, strong 
and generous hand which the 
American people holds out to her, 
Belgium, once she is delivered from 
the oppression of the enemy, will 
arise and throwing aside the odious 
weight of foreign occupation will, 
courageously and proudly, resume 
the path of progress in the light of 
the sun of liberty.” ; 

President Wilson, thanking Baron 
Moncheur and through him King 
Albert, said in reply: 

“Your excellency is good enough 
to express the thanks of the Belgian 
people for the participation of 
America in feeding the people of 
your stricken country. This work 
in which so many Americans have 
been enthusiastically engaged since 
the beginning of the war is one 
which has brought as much of 
benefit to them as to the innocent 
civilian population whom it was in- 
tended to aid. 

“America engaged upon this work 
as being the only means, however 
inadequate, of expressing our deep 
and sincere admiration for the 
valiant nation that had gone forth 
unhesitatingly to meet the on- 
slaughts of a ruthless enemy rather 
than sacrifice her honor and self- 
respect. 

The American people have been 
able to understand and glory in the 
unflinching heroism of the Belgian 
people and their sovereign, and 
there is not one among us who does 
not today welcome the opportunity 
of expressing to you our heartfelt 
sympathy and friendship, and our 
solemn determination that on the 
inevitable day of victory Belgium 
shall be restored to the place she has 
so richly won among the self-re- 
specting and resp nations of 
the earth.” 

Tonight the visitors were enter- 
tained at a formal White House 
dinner. The diners included Vice-

Hundreds of public meetings were 
held today and tonight, with some of 
the country’s foremost men among 
the speakers. Military or civic pa- 
rades were arranged to aid in col- 


lecti funds, which will be used 
both American soldiers and sail- 
ors, and for relief work in war- 


stricken districts of Europe. A few 
corporationg withheld dividends un- 
til today, and paid them with the 
recommendations that proceeds be 
donated to the Red Cross. 

President Wilson telegraphed May- 
ors of 100 cities urging them to de- 
vote their efforts to helping the 
solicitation work in their communi- 


The Campaign Committee at Den- 
ver, whose apportionment was $200,- 
000, decided this was too little, and 
set a new goal of $500,000. Wichita, 
Kan., announced forty $10,000 sub- 
acriptions were obtained within a 
few hours after the campaign 
opened, 

Miss Ruth Law, who made air- 
Plane flights for the Liberty Loan, 
flew over West Virginia towns today 
dropping “bombs” containing Red 
Cross campaign literature. The War 
Council tonight completed arrange- 
ments by which Miss Katherine 
Stinson, a young woman who recent- 
ly gave fiying exhibitions for the Em- 
peror of Japan and the President of 
China, will fiy from Buffalo to New 
York Wednesday and to Washington 
Thursday, bringing checks contrib- 
uted in those cities to Secretary Mo- 
Adoo, treasurer of the Red Cross.

day. The immediate havoc wrought 
by the awakened volcano, however, 
was on Kodiak Island, which has 
been chosen by the United States as 
a stock-breeding station. A large 
number of sheep manag to Aud 
sustenance in the leaves of trees 
and bushes. As soon as possible the 
cattle were removed to the State of 
Washington. Lately some cattle 
have been taken back to Kodiak, 
where the grass is beginning to get 
a foothold in the volcanic dust. 
This dust contains all the elements 
necessary for plant growth, and in 
time the island may be even more 
fertile than before. In some places 
en Kodiak the fall of ashes was 
thirty feet deep. After five years 
the ashes, still thick over Kodiak, 
were covered in some places by 
vegetation. The streams, in which 
great numbers of salmon are taken 
yearly, became clear a few weeks 
after the eruption and are now as 
much frequented by spawning fish 
as ever.

Taking 
up the question of gambling, the 


Morals Efficiency Commission secre- 
tary stated that 763 arrests for 


gambling have been made in Los 


Angeles from the beginning of the 


year to May 1. Only 112 of these 


arrests resulted in convictions or 
fines, he said. In 321 cases, the ar- 
rested persons forfeited their bail. 
A total of 107 were given suspen 
sentences, 
Only five men of the entire num 
ber received jail sentences of from 
twenty-five to fifty days. Dr. Bar- 
ton insisted that only jail sentences 
should be given those repeatedly 
brought in for gambling. He de- 
clared that the race track and the 
card sharps maintain a pool from 
Which the small fines were paid. In 
this way, the individual under arrest 
practically escapes punishment and 
the evil ig not lessened. The men 
feel that the license of $10 to $50 
or even $100 paid as fines is a 
— fee for the gambling privi- 


ege. 
Quoting Police Judge Richard- 


son's calendar, he stated that there 
were a number of cases in which 
six continuances had been granted 
and the cases eventually dismissed. 


The same assertions were made re- 


garding the arrest of alleged im- 
moral women and the conduct of 
their cases. A specific instance cited 
was the arrest of Mrs. M. Clifton 
of No. 704 East Fifth street, who, 
with seven inmates of her house, 
was taken into custody. This group 
of cases was continued five times and 
then dismissed. The Morais EM- 
ciency Commission then proceeded 
against the nuisance under the Red- 
light Abatement Act, securing a clos- 
ing of the house, he said. 


Secretary Seward Simons of the 


Municipal League also took up these 
two phases of arrests, and further 
arraigned traffic-law breakers. He 
declared that in at least a fifth 
of these cases, no complaint is ever 
issued by the prosecutor's office be- 
cause the men arrested are promi- 
nent and influential citizens. Usu- 
ally these persons are the most fla- 
grant violaters of the traffic rules. 
Attorney Paul Schenck, who stated 
that he had come as merely a disin- 
terested listener, declared that these 
things are hard to blame on any 
judge. The many continuances are 
frequently and most often the fault 
of the prosecution, he said. In the 
matter of leniency toward wayward 
women, the attorney declared that 
the courts are very often justified,

WILD FIRES ARE CONTROLLED: 
HOMEWARD BOUND. 


FTER three days of terror, of 
destruction by flames and 
heroic effort by fire fight- 

ers and relief workers, devastating 
brush fires in Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties, that had caused 
five deaths, wiped out part of the 
town of Ojai and wrought immense 
Property damage in an area of fifty 
Square miles, were believed to be 
under control last night. : 

The single exception to the vioc- 
tories of the fire fighters in the 
various districts affected was that at 
Lebec, near the Kern county border. 
This blaze broke out with renewed 
energy and burned over an addi- 
tional 1500 acres. It skirted dan- 
kerously close to the Tejon Rancho 
Properties and endangered the Gen- 
eral Pipe Line’s pipe. Both com- 
Panies rushed men to the scene, and 
it is believed they will be able to 
hold the fire within the new lines 
established. 

The blaze that Saturday and Sun- 
day swept the Ojai Valley, divided 
yesterday, and last evening was 
burning in Wheeler's Springs Can- 
yon, far northwest of Ojai, and in 
the Santa Ana Canyon, ten miles 
southwest of there. During the day 
another extension of this fire was 
reported to be still alive in Gridley 
Canyon, some miles northeast of the 
devastated town. Smoke yet arose 
from several canyons along a front 


of ten miles in the hills } 

of Carpinteria and facing 
blaze reported in the Casitas Pass 
was believed to be an extension of 


the Carpinteria fire. 


Swelling the death toli of th 
already recorded at Ojal, two deaths 


Suaday. Mary Rodriguez, 70 years 
old, was prostrated and 6 
at her home near Oxnard Sunday, 
and the same day Charles Brown, 
an oil-well pumper. 60 years old, 
was overcome and died near Fill- 
more. Thermometers in these regions 
were reported as varying from 117 
to 126 deg., according to degree of 
exposure to hot blasts from the

sent away to rest. Last night it wae 
estimated that 200 or 30 men were 
still on the job. Santa Barbara, Ven- 
tura, Santa Paula and all the ad- 
jacent communities furnished these 


volunteers. 


Forest rangers yesterday were in 
full charge of the fire fightine forces. 
The strong winds had died down and 
the flames had receded from inhab- 
ited regions to the hill fastnesses, 
so the tension gradually relaxed.

RATES BE FIXED. 


PASADENA 8 CORPORATION 
IS DISCRIMINATING. 


Wants Railroad Commission to 
Name Charges for Electricity in 
South Pasadena and Los Angeles, 


A complaint was filed with the 
State Railroad Commission in San 


Francisco yesterday by the city of 
Pasadena against the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, that reveals 
a new phase of the old competition 
that has existed between the munic- 
ipal power plant of Pasadena and 
the private electrical corporation 
operating in that territory. The city 
of Pasadena asks the Railroad Com- 
Commission to fix proper rates to be 
charged for electricity in South Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles and to compel 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany to cease from alleged discrim- 
ination in its charges. 

It appears the present action is 
based on the allegation that discrim- 
ination has been shown by the Edi- 
son company in rates given to the 
Raymond Hotel, in South Pasadena. 
The statement was made hy Pass- 
dena city officials last night that the 
private corporation had made a 
sliding scale for the Raymond of 
from 1.8 to 5 cents per kilowatt 
hour, whereas in Pasadena itself the 
rate charged by both the municipal 
plant and the Edison company is on 
a Scale running from 3 to 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour. 

The Pasadena municipal power 
plant sells its edrrent not only in 
Pasadena but also in South Pasa- 
dena, and has been supplying some 
current to Los Angeles, for use in 
the Los Angeles municipal distribut- 
ing lines in Garvanza and Highland 
Park. Eventually, Pasadena hopes 
to be a purchaser of power from 
the Los Angeles aqueduct system, 
and it therefore desires to have the 
matter of rates for electricity in 
both Los Angeles and South Pasa- 
dena passed upon by the Railroad 
Commission, 

The Railroad Commission at San 
Francisco yesterday authorized the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany to issue 10,000 shares of its 
common stock at $88 a share, the 
proceeds to be used to acquire in 
whole or in part $5,000,000 of the 
bonds of the Pacific Light and 
Power Corporation. The company 
has two alternatives: To discharge in 
| whole or in part obligations of that 
corporation not exceeding $2,480,405, 
or to pay for the cost of additions 
and betterments to the Edison com- 
pany’s plants. The par value of the 
common stock is $100 a share. 

The permission granted the Edison 
company last February 13 to issue 
50,000 shares of common stock was 
annulled. An underwriting agree- 
ment under which the shares were 
to have been issued has been ter- 
minated.

Lord Acton in his day was quite con- 
fident that there are no historic parallels, 
in spite of all that Ben Akiba said in his 
day, that “there is nothing new under the 
sun.” Both gentlemen are very much right: 
but there is more than a moiety of wrong 
in their generalizations forced upon the at- 
tention of the world by the progress of the 
war in Europe. 

When “trench warfare,” so-called, came 
into vogue in the present war with the 
stand made by the Germans after their re- 
treat from the vicinage of Paris the war 
correspondents glibly reported that “trench 
warfare” was something entirely unexpect- 
ed and quite new under the sun. It did 
not take the Entente Allies long also to 
penetrate the advantages of trench war- 
fare,” and they are even more adept at it 
than the Germans. Witness Verdun! 

But “trench warfare” is not original with 
the present war. The Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica bas a long article on the subject 
with especial reference to the “Thirty Years 
War” in which Frederick the Great of Ger- 
many found himself arrayed against the 
Austrians, the Italians, the French—in fact, 
against all the- world. His men were quick 
to realize the advantages of “trench war- 
fare” and so were his foes. The “Thirty 
Years War“ died of atrophy. It was a 
fixed institution, the war, for about thirty 
years; and then the people got tired of it. 

The “trench warfare” of the present war 
appears now to have reached the stage of 
a positive stalemate. So the clamor has 
gone up for some device, some agency, 
some expedient, to rout the Germans from 
the trenches they have established on other 


people's property. Drum-fire, curtain fire, | 


shell fire, grenades, gas, dynamite, trinitro- 
toluol and the Lord only knows what else 
have been used by the belligerents to blast 
one another from their trenches; but the 
advances made in either direction have 
been almost negligible, though spectacular 
enough to justify all the printer’s ink that 
has been spilled on the subject. 

Both the Entente Allies and their crafty 
foes appear now to have reached the con- 
viction that the only way to oppose an en- 
trenched enemy is by the air route. Alr- 
planes enable the warrior to get directly 
over and even behind the trenches and, if 
he is a good marksman, to drop bombs and 
trinitrotoluol right into the stronghold of the 
enemy. It is the agency that the strategists 
all appear to believe is the one agency that 
will end the war. So the demand for air- 
planes is keen. The manufacturers are 
rushed with orders. They have many or- 
ders ahead. And the war may end before 
they are all filled. England, France and 
Germany are building airplanes by the hun- 
dreds. And so also, now, the United States. 
The value of the airplane in at least the 
present war appears to have been realized 
in Washington only overnight, and now the 
Secretary of War has made the public an- 
nouncement that the Americans are to 
“cross. swords” with the Germans (let us 
pardon a mixed metaphor absolutely re- 
quired by unusual events) with airplanes! 
The Secretary of War has made the inter- 
esting discovery, a little late, it is true, but 
none the less important, that he can send 
airplanes to Europe with less trouble than 
cannon and that the Entente Allies are 
more in need of airplanes than cannon and 


men.” One wonders what delayed the reve- 
lation. And he has also found that air- 


es than they can with their own and 
own cannon and rifles. 

Thus the war policy of the administra- 
tion has been revolutionized overnight. In- 
stead of sending millions of infantrymen 
abroad to be fodder for machine guns, the 
administration is bent on shipping millions 
of airplanes and aviators to man them. 

It seems clear that the revolution of the 


aviators. Let us build more and more air- 
planes. And also ships in which to send 
them abroad until the aviators learn how to 
cross the Atlantic on their own accord. 

America is first in aviation. Or was un- 
til recently. The Wright brothers taught 
the world the art and science of fiying. 
The first monument to a Wright was erect- 
ed in France. But even the French and 
the Italians and the British have lagged in 
the science of aviation while the Germans 
advanced. They profited by the lessons the 
Wright brothers taught in Europe until the 
Germans were reluctantly credited with be- 

ing superior to all the Entente Allies in 

aviatics. And this, too, ia spite of the fact 

that one of the Wrights made a flight with 
| the King of Italy! 

But the Allies have been aroused from 
their lethargy. And s0, too, the United 
States. The airplane factories of the Al- 
lies have been humming with industry un- 
til now, also overnight, the Allies are su- 
perior to the Germans in the air. But to 
maintain their superiority they need help 
from us. And Secretary Baker, undoubt- 
edly with the consent of the President, has 
now promised to send aviators and flying 
machines to complete the job. 

If it speeds the end of the war the world 
will be thankful. 

Congress has already appropriated 3854, 
000,000 tor a department of aeronautics, and 
Congressman Hurlbut of New York is urs 
ing an appropriation of $100,000,000 to give 
the United States the greatest air fleet the 
world ever saw. Doubtless Senator La Fol- 


lette and Congressman Randall will vote 


against such a bill, but it will pass never 
theless.

If this war succeeds in creating the 


mutual respect and understanding of nations, 


it will not have been fought in vain. With 
all its terrific bloodshed, the educational 
vaule of the war should be immense and 
lay a sound foundation for future interna- 


tional intercourse. 


very one of those men who have fought 
on foreign soil will return home with a bet- 
ter understanding of the allied nations with 
which they have been associated. It will, 
for instance, be of immeasurable value to an 
insular nation like England to have 
millions of young men return to their little 
home towns after having seen service in 
France, in Saloniki, in Mesopotamia, in the 
Dardanelles, in India, in Egypt. They could 
never be hopelessly provincial again and 
they will spread the influence of their 
knowledge and experience in every home 
in every city. 

And supposing we do send half a million 
men from this country to Europe, the vast 
majority of them will return to us, and re- 
turn men of wide experience and foreign un- 
derstanding. They will have lived in close 
intimacy with the British, the French, the 
Belgians, to say nothing of the Australians, 
the New Zealanders, the Canadians, the 
South Africans, as well as those regiments 
of Indians and North Africans that are fight- 
ing under the French and British flags. They 
will even come in contact with Serbians, 
Portuguese and Russians, for numerous con- 
tingents of these nations are fighting on the 
French front, And they are not fighting all 
the time, They all have their regular periods 
of leave, their leisure hours for sociability. 

Nothing could be so interesting as to ob- 
serve the growth of mind, intellect and un- 
derstanding that has taken place in those 
few men who have been to the front already 
and returned here, mostly Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Belgians, with a sprinkling of 
Americans so far. But there are just enough 
of them among us to give us a hint of the 
educational value of their experience in the 
war zone. They have all returned with at 
least a working knowledge of one new lan- 
guage, with a peculiar knowledge of geog- 
raphy, with a most attractive broadening of 
their outlook generally, and with a discipline 
of character which in itself will be a tre- 
mendous asset to the nations. 

They have a marked conception of values 
and can be trusted no longer to magnify 


trifeg or belittle large questions. There is 


a serene sanity about them, and even in the 
least articulate of them there is more than 
a hint of an awakened soul. Roses, we 


know, grow out of manure, and there is. 


every evidence that souls and minds and in- 
tellects and characters will grow out of the 
war. 

The vague dream of international brother- 
hood must inevitably be brought nearer by 
this war, with its mutual suffering, its mu- 
tual heroism,-its mutual endurance. To have 
played and worked together is good; but to 
bave suffered and endured together ig the 
supreme foundation of friendship. No 
amount of Rhodes’ Scholarships could attain 
the mutual understanding and generous ap- 
preciation that this war will bring forth. 

Many a mother who did not raise her 
son to be a soldier will live to bless the day 
when that son returns to her a man among 
men, who has been tried by fire and come 
out gold, 


Even in a local way this fraternizing of 


peoples is working its broadening effects. In 


our Red Cross work all class barriers have 


been let down, and clubwomen, society 


women, professional women, working wom- 


en, store clerks, and suburban housewives 
are coming to see each other as sisters, as 


friends, not as segregated classes, In many 
a fashionable home today there are sewing 


classes to which women are bidden on equal 


social footing, working together, exchanging 


ideas, and finding each other worthy of love 
and respect. Many a seemingly impossible 


— 


| friendships that will have a good effect on 


the families of both classes. 

Just as our men of all classes will meet 
and fraternize in the big training camps, so 
our women and our children are meeting and 
fraternizing in the civilian work of war. 
And we are all learning to give, to think of 
others besides ourselves, to submit ourselves 
to unaccustomed discipline, and to appre 
ciate the good that is in each other. 


AILROAD RATES AND FAIR PLAY 

Because their earnings cannot, they 
say, keep pace with increasing cost of op- 
eration and maintenance in these days of 
price uprisings, the railroads of California 
have appealed to the State Railroad Com- 
mission for permission to make a flat in- 
crease of 15 per cent. in all intrastate 
freight rates. The petition does not apply 
to passenger rates. 

It is asserted by railroad heads that they 
will be unable to maintain the standard of 
service demanded by business expansion 
and the rapid development of the State’s re- 
sources unless they are assured of earnings 
sufficient to maintain the roads’ credit and 
borrowing powers. 

The prevailing freight rates were estab- 
lished before the great war had created ex- 
traordinary conditions affecting all business. 
The prices of all things they must buy, 
say railroad men, have doubled and trebled 
and quadrupled, but freight rates remain 
unchanged. They insist, and seemingly 
with justice, that since the government, 
State and national, has taken to itself the 
power to fix rates and regulate service, the 
government must see that the railroads are 
able to perform the service demanded of 
them; and hence that they may earn suffi- 
cient revenue by charging prices in pro- 
portion to those they must pay. 3 

The Federal government demands that 
the railroads shall be ready, without notice, 
to render whatever service, in the move- 
ment of troops and war munitions, any 
sudden exigency of the war may require. 

The people of the State demand that the 
railroads shall be prepared at all times to 
expeditiously handle the immense crops 
which they raise and the State’s rapidly 
increasing commerce with other States and 
foreign nations. The railroads answer they 
are doing their level best to meet all re- 


quirements, but they will be unable to keep 


up the pace unless they are permitted to 
earn enough to offset the ever-growing cost 
of operation. They are forced to pay 50 to 
500 per cent. more for what they buy in loco- 
motives and cars, steel, fuel, lumber, tools 
and the countless other necessities. The cost 
of labor has greatly increased, and it is 
searce at any wage. But the railroads are 
now permitted to charge for the single com- 
modity they have to sell, viz., transporta- 
tion, only the rates which were in force 
before these extraordinary conditions arose. 

Silence and submission are charming 
qualities, but in the whirl of business, the 
railroad men reason, they are not appre- 
ciated for their true worth. And since they 
find themselves in a pinch, they have de- 
cided to be neither silent nor submissive, 
but will make their needs known, trusting, 


as they say, to the American spirit of fair 


play to see that even railroads have justice,

GERMAN GOD IDENTIFIED. 

{The Outlook:] The cruelties 
perpetrated by German soldiers un- 
der the commands of their superior 
officers have surprised and horrified 
all Christendom. But, however they 
might have horrified, they should not 
have surprised us. When people 
revolt against pagan power, pagan 
power knows no mercy in quelling 
the revolt. It recognizes no virtue 
in the ruler but authority, no virtue 
in the ruled but submission. In 1913 
a member of the German Reichstag, 
repeating what in substance had 
been repeated by various German 
authors during nearly half a century, 
wrote: 


“In “warfare the greatest absence 
of scruples, if one sets about the 


‘matter intelligently, coincides in 


reality with the greatest humanity. 
When we are in a position to wipe 
out London by a method in our pos- 
session, it is more humane to do 80 
than to allow a single one of our 
German comrades to shed his blood 
on the fleld of battle, for so radical 
a cure would bring about peace as 
quickly as possible. Hesitation, tem- 
porizing,. sentimentality, and consid- 
eration are unpardonable weak- 
nesses. A decided unscrupulous ac- 
tion—a display of efficacy, and vie- 
tory follows.” 

For the religion of love, service, 
end sacrifice these new aposties 
substitute what one of them calls 
„the religion of valor.” For a God 
manifested to man by an incompa- 
rable life of love, service and sacri- 
fice these aposties of the new faith 
summon the people to go back to 
the worship of the pagan gods. One 
extract. from a recent German poet, 
whose poem {fs said to have enjoyed 
a large circulation in Germany; must 
here suffice: 

“The foes of Germany, full of trony, 


To ald you in the battle. 

So you have a God of your own, 

Whom we know not, 

A God on your side?’

The God who shatters your for- 


guns,

can have upon upon our own food 
supplies, but in the results to be 
expected from it in Mexico. Very 
great significance is to be given the 
fact that the United States govern- 
ment, by no word or act, has shown 
the slightést resentment against 
Mexico's proclamation. 

Aside from the probability that 
Mexico’s action merely refiects a 
general condition of food shortage 
there, due to a succession of years 
of decreased ction, an inkling 
of the reason for the proclamation 
of the embargo can be had from the 
figures of Mexican cattle exports to 
the United States. 

The year 1909 may be looked upon 
as the last year of peace through- 
out Mexico. In that year we re- 
ceived from Mexico 126,000 head of 
cattle, valued at $1,682,000—a little 
more than $13 per head. In 1910 
we received 188,000, worth $2,594,- 
000—or a little less than $14 per 
head. In 1911 we took 177,000, 
worth $2,517,000, or about $14.25 
per head. In 1912, when Madero 
had come into power, we took 315,- 
000, valued at $4,463,000, or $14.20 
per head. In 1913 we took 391,000, 
valued at $5,480,000, or $13.80 per 
head. In 1914, the year following 
the murder of Madero and introduc- 
ing general anarchy, we took 625, 
000 cattle, valued at $9,745,000, or 
over $15.50 per head. In 1915 our 
imports fell to 346,000 cattle, valued 
at $8,088,000, making a rise to $20.50 
per head. Last year our imports 
again fell, being estimated at $4,000,- 
000, while no exact figures as to 
number of cattle or of price per 
head are as yet available. 

The years 1913, 1914 and 1915 
were marked by the loss to Mexico 
of a million and a quarter head of 
cattle, which was more than the 
total exports of the preceding de- 
cade. It is incredible that there 
should have been any increase in 
cattle breeding during those years 
of disorder; so that they must have 
seriously reduced the supply in 


ico has every reason to restrict its 
present supply of cattle for the use 
of its own people. 

Apart from the cattle, Mexico's 
total exports to the United States 
in the way of food in 1915 amount- 
ed to about $12,500,000, of which 
coffee represented over 50 per cent, 
One largely-increased item is that 
of dressed meats from cattle slaugh- 
tered in Mexico. For many years 
our imports from Mexico of that 
item averaged $20,000. In 1914 the 
total was only $19,000, representing 
281,000 pounds. But in 1915 there 
came an enormous jump, the total 
being $385,000, for nearly 4,000,000 
pounds, or nearly a fourteenfold in- 
crease by weight. How far this new 
enterprise of shipping dressed meat 
out of Mexico increased ways and

Mexico to turn their remaining cat- 
tle into cash before the bandits 
could lay hands on them. The fall- 
ing off of the cattle exports from 
Mexico in 1916 gaye the

GALLANT EXPEDITION.

SPEEDING LAW 
FAR REACHING.

Police Car in Same Class as 
Private Machines. 


Newspapers Held not Liable 
in Damage Action. 


A police or fireman chauffeur has 
no more right to exceed the speed 
laws than a private driver. 

This sweeping ruling was made by 
Judge Wellborn yesterday in decid- 
ing the $25,000 damage suit of John 
T. Jordan, a mail carrier, against E. 
F. Bradley, former police chauffeur. 

Mr. Bradley was joined as a de- 
fendant with F. A. Scott, Horace 
Karr, The Times-Mirror Company 
and the Herald Publishing Company. 
Mr. Scott and Mr. Karr accompanied 
Mr. Bradley in the police car to the 
home of Mrs. Francis Harrison, who 
Was slain. On the way Mr. Jordan 
Was struck and injured by the police 
car. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff's 
evidence, Attorney Le Roy Edwards, 
for The Times, and Attorney George 
J. Dennis, for the Herald, moved for 
a nonsuit, which the court granted 
It was contended that the newspa- 
pers were not responsible for Mr. 
Scott and Mr. Karr, reporters, en- 
gaging the police car to go on this 
trip. Later Mr. Scott and Mr. Karr 
were exonerated, 

The evidence showed that Mr. 
Jordan alighted from a etreet car at 
Twenty-second street and Vermont 
avenue. The police auto, driven at 
high speed, was turned to pass 
the car on the left in order to avoid 
striking Mr. Jordan. The latter, in- 
stead of crossing to the curb, walked 
past the front of the coach, was 
struck and hurled through the wind- 
shield of the police car. 

It was not denied that the police 
had the right to tufn to the left to 


} given all drivers under the State 
law. But the court held that the 
police driver was limited as to speed 
by both the State law and the ordi- 
nance. Judge Wellborn ruled that 
the police car was limited to twenty 
miles an hour under the State law 
and, in turning to pass the street 
— on the left, to eight miles an 
hour. 

Both the State law and the city 
ordinance had been violated, the 
court held. And under this ruling, 
until determined by the Supreme 
Court, it will be the law in this city. 
Municipal machines must observe the 
law the same as private machines. 
This is believed to be the first time 
the point has been decided by the 
Superior Courts. 

Another point ruled on was that 
newspapers are not to be held Mable 
for the acts of reporters, if the latter 
hire vehicles to take them on just 
such trips that led to the accident 
to Mr. Jordan, 

It was contended that Mr. Jordan 
was negligent in failing to avoid the 
police ne when it turned to the 
left. But the court held that he 
did not apprehend danger from that 
point, but naturally would watch for 
the approach of machines in the 
opposite direction. 

“No man can look two ways at 
once,” the court said. “Much as I 
regret the situation, the unfortunate 
driver must be held responsible.“ 
The damages were fixed at $3000 and 
awarded to Mr. Jordan as against 
Mr. Bradley only.
